2. The attached, chart shows the organization of the East Gennan Air 
Force ( Loftetreitkraefte und LuftTert eidigung) as of late 1957* In 
late 1957 or' earljr 1953^ when the office of the Chief of Staff was 
laored from cjortthus to ^gersdorf ^ certain intenial changes were made 
in the structure of the Air Force, details of idiich are not known* 

3* In addition to the two Flieger Divisions shown on the chart, there are 
probably onei or two more Flieger Divisions in existence* * It is not 
known idiere these might be located* 


Composition of Flieger Division 

4* A Fli^er Dlvisi(»i is conq)osed of the foUoviing units: 


a group ( Gruppe) consists of 3 airplanes 
a sQUadron ( Staffel) consists of 3 groups- 
a wing (Geschwader) consists of 3 squadrons 
a retgiment consists of 3 wings 

There are 2 3 Flieger Hegiments in a Flieger Division* 


5, More than 90 percent of the aircraft in a Flieger Division are iiIG-17*s* 
ffie reinainix^ few aircraft, such as observati<vi planes, transport 
and cargo planes, belong to non«>fighter elements of the Flieger 
Division* the emphasis is completely on jet fighters* There are no 
bomber units in existence or contemplated, although thet*e are bomber 
aircraft which would be used for tactical support of ground troop 
movements in the event of hostilities* 

6* There are no Soviet pilots in the Flieger Divisions* Presumabl;; 
many of the Flieger Division unit comnanders had ccoibat experience 
during the Korean War*

S« The Fliqger Officers' School in Kamenz is the site for pre-flight 
instruction and flight training in conventional aircraft only* The 
course lasts four years* When a student is actually ready to fly, 
after about a year and a half at the school, he and one other 
student pilot are assiipied a Soviet instructor, who stays with 
those tMO students for the remnlning 2^-3 Jijars of the course* 

Oh ocsqileting this echool a pilot is sent either to the Flieger 
Training aiwl Tssting RegUmnt in- Drewltz or to the Transport and 
Bohber Pilot School in Dessau* 

9* Pilots sent to the Flieger Training and Testing iiegiment in Jrewitz 
receive advahced training in IIIG-4L7 Jet aircraft* Che Soviet 
instructor is assi^ed for every two students* Ui cosqjletiQn of 
this course the hew Jet pilot is assi^ied to one of the Flieger 
Divisions* 
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IO» Pilots sont t |0 ths Trsnsport and BGiii>er Pilot School in Dessau are 
trained for Bj^ltipll»^e^gi^le aircraft, likewise working with one 
Soviet instrujctQr for every two students. fly IL-14 and 

conventional aircraft and^ on completion of the course, are considered 
qaalified trakisport and bomber pilots. Some of the graduates from 
this school are assigned to the Flieger Divisions; others remain in 
De esaa , wheref an unknown number of transport aircraft are penaanently 
maintidned. 

11. No details are available concerning instructicui at the Flieger 

Technical Schbol In Drewitz. It is not known whether this school 
is auhrinlsterled under the Instruction and Training office or the 
Technical Deplairtment of the East German Air 


Testing and Construction 

12. Aircraft delivered to East Germany from the Soviet Union are first 
test flown by the Flieger Training and Testing Regiment in Drewitz. 
If the tests are satisfactory the aircraft are then delivered to 
the Flieger Divisions. 


13* The Flieger Technical Developmental and Experimental Center in Pizam^* 

Sonnensteln i? the installation idiere Jet engine prototypes are developed 
and tested. All of the employees are DVA personnel, although most 
of them wear civilian clothes. Although officially designated 
"Fliegertechniische Bitwicklungs- Eri^robungsstelle” , this 

center is known by the cover name ’*V£8 Forschungs- und Ehtwick- 
lungsstelle Pima-Sonnenstein” . 


14* The flieger Technical Komraando attached to the Dresden-Hellerau 

aircraft factories has the task of ensuring that the aircraft under 
construction at these factories are built in accordance with East 
German Air Foirce specifications. The Technicians assigned to this 
Kommando are Specialists in various fields of aircraft construction.
